If you have had trouble growing Tulips successfully, try planting 
on the north or east side of the house. A little shade seems to be 
a big help. In ordet to avoid warm weather after Setting out the 
bulbs, we recommend planting in November or early December, Soak 
the ground thoroughly in dry weather. Follow the same instructions 
for Hyacinths and Narcissus, except the latter should be planted in 
October or early November
